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being very light for a Stone of that Buik, He further defcribes tc to be of ^ 
whitilh colour, lighter thda Alh-colour ; perchance (fnth he) not unJike 
to that recited out oiScaiiger by M* FoyU in his Bjfaj of Firmyicfs pag 238, 
qui a'crps contain fofidz hf gyvfeam tfirn [fccicm tnm f/rnsh^.tcm c&^-icrcvdrav, 
lch.;dnoGeepafpericres, and had fomewhat of an Oval figure., ouc less at 
one end, thanaHen-JEgge, and bigger and blunter at the odier , than a 
Goofc egge. 

This Stone (fo he concludes) is intended for the i^^yc^/^^fr/^-^, vvit^ the 
Telltoiony oiiVL^Chirmglony tnac performed the Operadon, and other Wit- 
neffes of fpecial credit • wh:re alio wiii be annexed rj^it manyter of 
Operation, 

It appears by this laft claufe (to add that on this occafion) that this Well- 
wulier to the Improvement of all ufefuU knowledge , has taken notice of that 
confiderable CciU^llo/t of Cfiriofnles y\htcbj prefented to the lately nam'd 
Society fo: their Refojitorj ^ by that Publick-minded Ccn(5cman Mr. !£>4- 
melColiVitlly a very worthy and' ufeful Member of that Body : To which 
Repoficory whatfoevet is prefented as rare and curious, will be with great 
care, together with the Drnon names and their Bencfccnce recorded, and the 
things prefervedfo:x\fter-ages, (probably much better and fafer, than in 
their own private Cabinets;) and in progceisof TimewiH. be employed foe 
cor/iderable Philofophicjl aixl UCefuU pucpoCes ; of which perhaps more 
largely in another place. 

A Relation 
Of aki^dpfWoxms^ that eat out Stents. 

This is taken out of a Letter, written by one Af, is U V^jc to M. Aa^vit^ 
to be found in the 3 2 , fonrnd dcs Scuv.vos i as follows. 

N a great and very ancient Wall of Free- Stone in the Bef^edlciltts ALhy at

with fo much Art in iht Louvre :\n thefe cavities there is abundance of live- 
Worms,their excrement, and of that Stone-dull, they eat. Between many 
of the Cavities there remain but leaves , as it were , of Stone, very thin, 
wbichpart them. I have taken fome of theie living Worms, which 1 found 
in the eaten Stone, and put them into a Box with ieveral bits of the Stone, 
leaving them there together for the fpace of eight dayes; and then opening 
the Box, the Stone feem*d to me eaten fo fenlibly , that I could no longer 
doubt of it. I fend you the Box and the Stones in it, together with the living 
V/ocn:.s ; and to fatisfie your Curiofity, I iliall relate to you , whdt I have 
obfeived of them^ both whh and mthom a Mlcrcfco^e. 
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Thcfe Worms are inclofed in a Shell, which Is grayifli, and of the bignefs 
of a Barly-corn, (harper at one end, than the other. By the means of an 
cxcdltnt Microfcopf I have obferv'd, that 'tis all overfpread with little 
Stones, and'little greenifh Eggs ; and that there is at the flharpeft end a 
liccle hole, by which thefe Creatures caft out their excrement , and at the 
other end , a fomewhat bigger whole, through which they put out their 
heaVs, and taften themfelves to the Stones , they gnaw. They are not fo 
iliutup, but that fomecimes cheycome ou-t, and walk abroad. ' They are all 
black, about two L;W of an Inch long, and three quarters of a L/^^ large. 
Their Body is diilinguilh't into feveralplyes^ and near their head they have 
three feet on each fide, which have but two Joints, refeinblmg thofe of a 
Lowfe. When they move, their Body is commo-nly upwards, with their 
mouth againft the Stone. Tiiey hive a big head, fomewhat flat , and even, 
of the colour of a Torcoife-Shell , brauniih , withfomefmall white hair. 
Th^ir mouth is-alfo big ; where may be feen four kinds of jaw-bones , lyinf, 
croffewife, which the;/ move continually, opening and fluitdng them like k 
pair ^(Compafes with four branches. The Jaws on both lidesof the month 
are all black; the nether- Jaw hath a point like the Stingof a Bee, but uni- 
form. They draw threds out of their mouth -with their fore-feet, ufing 
that point to range them, andto form th'dr Shells of them. They have Ten 
Eyes, very black and round, which appear to be bigger than a Pins-bead. 
There are five of them on each fide of the head, ftanding after this manner. 
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But befides thefe Worms, I have found; thzt Monar Is cxtcn by an inhnit 
number of fm.ail Creatures, of the bignefs of Cheefe-Mites. Thefe have but 
two Eyes, and are. blackiili. They have four feet on each fide pretty long. 
The point of their Muzzel is very (harp, as that of a Spider. I fend you but 
one of them, though I had abundance, but they are dead and- roft. It may 
be, you'i find.fomeatT^w, feeing that in the old Mortar betwixt Stones, 
that is found in Walls made with rubbffh, there is great flore of them, toge- 
ther withgreat plenty of their little Eggs; I hive not yet examined , whe- 
ther thefe be thofe, that in the furfaces of all the Stones, where thev are 
met> With, make little round holes, and fmall traces and im.preflions, which 
make them look like mrm-eatcn PyWd. But 'tis probable, th^y are fuch. It 
fiiould be obfe^v^d, whether thefe Worms do not take Wings,' and all the 
other appearances of Cater-pillar5; and whether they arc not to be found 
in Plai(ier, that is full of holes, in Bricks, in Greety Stones, and in Rocks^ 

Youmayobferve more of them in Walls expofed to the Smih, than in 
others; and that the Worms, that eat the Stone, live longer, than thofe, 
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that eat the Mortafj which keep not above eigF. t dayes alive. I have obferved 
all their parts with a very good Mlcr of cope y^mthont which , and a great deal 
of attention, 'tis difficult to fee them well. 

i have fecn other very old Walls alcogethcreaten, as thofe of the Temple 
at PiftrMy where I could find no Worms, but the Cavities were full of Shells 
of various kinds, diverfly figur'd and turn d : all which 1 believe to be litUc 
Aninaals pet-rified. 

S(?me promijcmm Obfervdtions ^ made in Somerfet-ftiire 5 and 
imparted by the above-mention d Dr. Beale* 

His words are thefe, in a Letter to the PMIjher^ of the i^.Septemi^, 
1666, at TeovlllinSsmerfetfhlre ; 

I have two or three remarks , perhaps not unworthy to be recorded for 
further application in like cafes of time and place, 

1, la the Moores from hence towards ErUgewater j in the extreme 
drought, we have endured this Summer, Come lengths ofpaHure grew much" 
fooner withered and parched, than the other pafture. And this parched part 
feem'dto bear the length and iliape (in groffe) of Trees. They digg'd, and 
found, in the place, O^^^^ indeed, zs black as. Ebony. And hence they 

■ have been iniirufted to find and Dke up many hundreds of Oakes , as a 
neighbour of good credit affures me. This advertifement may be inftrudive
